Knox, president of the Bowery 
Savings Bank and former presi- 
dent of the American Bankers’ ASs- 
committed suicide in his 
office in the Forty-second street 
branch of his bank this afternoon, 
He ended his life with a bullet. 

Knox rose to the presidency of 
the bank from a minor clerkship, 
and had been president since 1922. 

As president of the American 
Bankers’ Association, he was pro- 
ponent of equality of state and na- 
tional] banks. 

Recently three tellers in his bank 
were given suspended sentences for 
the theft of $45,000 they said they

in Strabane, Ireland, in 1862. He 
became an employe of the Bowery 
Savings Bank in 1885, 

A telephone call for Knox led to 
the discovery of his body, pistol in 
hand, lying in a third floor room. 
He had been seen entering the 
room half an hour previously by 
his secretary, G. Delamorte. When 
Delamorte entered the room Knox 
was already dead. The shot was 
not heard by anyone in the bank. 

Ill health was believed by bank 
officers to have caused the presi- 
dent to end his life. He suffered 
a nervous breakdown two months 
ago. On his recovery he came to 
the bank every day, but employes 
said he did not seem well.

In Federal Court, the transporta- 
tion problem as it-exists in St. 
Louis today, becomes fraught with 
possibilities of grave consequence 
to car riders. Not only is it prob- 
able that the company will obtain 
its desired fare increase speedliy, 
but the question of the valuation 
of its property may, and probably 
will be, reopened. 

In the event the company chooses 
to press for a higher valuation than 
the $52,000,000 fixed by the Mis- 
souri commission in 1923, it would 
probably be successful in the light 
of recent United States Supreme 
Court decisions giving great weight 
to the tneory advanced by utilities 
that they are entitled to valuation 
at present day cosi of reproduc- 
tion prices, regardless of the sums 
they may actually have invested in 
periods of lower prices.

000.000. Against this the city set 
$30,000,000 as a proper figure 
bused upon actual cost of the prop- 
erty, but was ready to accept $40,- 
000.000 as a reasonable fare base. 

The commission found that the 
property had cost $35,000,000. To 
this it added 50 per cent to rep- 
resent the advance in prices and 
thus to bow to the Federal courts 
and their reproduction theory. It 
then subtracted 30 per cent to re- 
flect the depreciated condition of 
the street car system and arrived 
at its figure of $52,000,000. The 
city accepted the figure, a bit re- 
luctantly. The company accepted 
it, though it has chafed since un- 
der the belief that the commission 
had slyly nullified the present-day 
price theory by subtracting 30 per 
cent for depreciation, a figure 
which it considered very high. 

Other Issues Involved. 

The present action of the com- 
pany is no mere application for 
temporary higher fare. In it are 
wrapped up the fortunes of the 
group seeking to reorganize the 
company and take it out of receiv- 
ership; the issue of new franchises 
by the city, the fate of Mayor Mil- 
ler’s service-at-cost ordinance, and 
the possibility that a decision for- 
ever wil) prevent a low rate of 
street car fare in St. Louis, except 
by the company’s consent, 

The application of the receiver 
of the property last June for an 8 - 
cent fare was not merely for the 
purpose of adding to the company’s 
revenue. It was a move also in ad- 
vaneement of the negotiations be- 
tween the city and the Reorganiza- 
tion Committee for refranchising 
of the railways upon a_ so-called 
“service-at-cost” plan. The reve- 
nue of the receiver long had been 
inadequate upon the show!ng of his 
books, but he had not moved to In- 
crease it.

FitzHenry Reviews Four 
Counts Relating to the 
$15,000 Mail Robbery at 


Collinsville. 


By a Staff Correspondent of the 
Post-Dispatch. 
QUINCY, Ill, Feb. 4.—The three 


Shelton brothers, Southern Illinols 
gang leaders, were found guilty of 
the $15,000 Collinsville mail rob- 
bery by a Federal Court jury here 
today. Judge FitzHenry delayed 
sentence in order that the brothers 
might move for a new trial. 

The Sheltons—Carl, 38 years old; 
Earl, 34, Bernie, 28—face a 
sentence of 25 years in the pent- 
tentiary, mainly because of the 
damaging testimony of Charlie 
Birger, rival gang leader, and “Art” 
Newman, his chief leutenant, for- 
mer friends but now sworn enemies 
of the Sheltons.

They were convicted on four 
counts—two of assaulting James 
Mathias, Collinsville postal mes- 
senger at & a. m., Jan. 27, 1925, 


each carrying a mandatory sentence 
of 25 years; and one count each of 
receiving stolen mail matter and 
illegal possession of stolen mail 
matter, which carry maximum sene- 
tences of five years each, 
Concurrent Sentences Expected. 
The aggregate of these sentences 
would be 60 years, but Judge Il itz- 
Henry’s practice has been to make 
such penalties run concurrently, as 
he did in November, 1925, when 
he sent “Dinty’’ Colbeck and eight 
of his followers—the backbone of 
the St. Louis Egan gang—to prison 
for 25 years for the Staunton mall 
robbery. 
Beginning at 10:15 a, m., the 
Judge reviewed the four counts in 
the indictment against the Shelton 
brothers explaining that they were 
charged with assaulting a mail 
messenger, with intent to rob, with 
illegally receiving stolen mail mat- 
ter and with illegal possession of 
stolen mall matter. 
He cautioned them that the bur- 
den of proof lay with the Govern. 


ment, and that they must decide 
whether the Government had 
proved “beyond a reasonable 


doubt” that the three brothers were 
guilty. 
Defines Reasonable Doubt. 

“Reasonable doubt,” Judge Fitz- 
Henry said, “is doubt based on evt- 
dence or lack of evidence, such a 
doubt as would cause an ordinarily 
prudent person to hesitate In de- 
cilding a grave event of life. A rea- 
sonable doubt is not merely the 
possibility of doubt but a real sub- 
stantial doubt, not a device to pere 
mit criminals to escape punishe- 
ment. 

“You are the sole fudgces of the 
facts and it is your duty to weigh 
the evidence, and decide the degree 
of credibility of the evidence. You 
can consider the demeanor of the 
witnesses on the stand, the reason- 
ableness or the unreasonableness of 
their testimony: you can consider 
the opportunity the witness had of 


learning the fact to which they 


testified, the witness’ personal in- 
terest In the case. It is your duty 
to determine the credibility of the 
testimony of the defendants on the 
stand, bearing in mind their ma- 


‘terial interest in the case.” 


Suggestion of Counsel, 
Judge FitzHenry ‘hen asked for 
suggestions from counsel. The 
Government offered none but Ed- 
mund Burke, of defense counsel, 
said: “I wish you would state that 
the credibility of some of the Gov- 
ernment witness should be judged 
by the interest they have in the 
outcome of the case.” 

“I believe the jury understands 
that,” the Judge replied. 

He then gave the jurors verdict 
forms and copies of the indictment 
and Inetruction. “One thing I for- 
got.” he remarked. “You should 
consider only the evidence which 
specifically concerns the charges in 
the indictment. Considerable ex- 
traneous testimony concerning oc- 


currences in Willlamson County

The insufficient 
ibid is void and the insufficient bid- 
i'der is required /o make a sufficien’ 
ibid, which he may do in any dec- 
‘laration, and his partner is barred 
from the auction.

This game helps children 
who fear the dark. 

One of two don'ts must be set 
down. Don't try to force out a 
fear.

And don't try to ridicule a little 
child out of his fear. He doesn't 
understand ridicule and his word 
for it, had he a term in his mind, 
would be cruelty.
